The Miuister of Customs. 

Perhaps of all the" victories 'won du- 
ring the late election, that won by tlio 
Minister of Customs is the most grati- 
fying. The Grits and anti-UuionietH 
had long/ predicted the -waining popu- 
larity and sure defeat of Mr. Tilley; 
an& it'must" bV'adiuli'ed^^that'^^n^^ 
■vvns loft untm'ned with a view to bring- 
ing about such a result. The strong- 
est:inan that could be found was pit- 
ted' against him, and wealth and influ- 
ence were at liis back. Yet, notwith- 
standing all the eiforta put forth, and 
thoy were, indeed, liorcnleau, i\rr. 
Tilloy was elected by a majority of GUI) 
votes, made up of majorities from every 
ward in the Biding. Perhaps no mem- 
ber of the Government better "deRorv- 
ed such a viotoiy. Probably no 
public limn in C^n.niida has as clean a 
political record as he: and fow ni(!ii 
have done more, suffered more for 
Responsible Government and a Uni- 
ted Empire. Mr Tilley is not only au 
lionest and consistent politician; but 
he is a man of larf^'c, liberal and truly 
prd^jfressive views. Listen, forinstance, 
to liis uttei'ances at the hustings. l\o- 
fening to the obligations undertaken 
by the 'Govcrnmeiit in connection with 
British Columbia, ]\Ir. Tilley said: — 
" With reference to the torniK 
of the Act for the constru(^tion 
of the road, it was so made that if 
the Government could not make satis- 
faqtpry arrangements wiMi the two 
companies soeldng to build it, thoy 
would be at liberty to put it into the 
hands of other capitalists. There wsih 
a time when a proposition to build a 
railway to the Pacillc was considered 
a Utopian scheme, (but one such road 
■was already c(nistructed and two 
othera were projected, though it was 
quite ]n-obablo that the Northern Paci- 
fic scheme would bo abandoned in view 
of the building of the Canadian Pacific. 

,Tlio:3atfef road was one which would 
bo superior to any other, inasmuch as its 
prado was of over two thousand foot les« 
in altitude and five Iniiidrod miles shortor 
than any that Avas projected through the 
United States, and it must monopolise 
the trade from China, Japan and other 
eastorn nations." 

Ho proceeded to say that if thoro was 
one vote ho had given in tlie whole cour.se 
of Ids political life which ho could more 
fully justify than another, which ho felt 
more satisfied vrilh, it was the ono in fa- 
vor , of building the Canada Pacific Rail- 
way; and he continued; — 

'' It was to connect the Atlantic and Va- 
cifio .sides of the Dominion, ojjen np the 
rieh miniiif,' and agricultural district.^ of 
the firooii West and make its fertile i>rai- 
ries teom with millions of an industrious 
and tlniving population gained from tho 
tide of immigration which constantly 
flows from the old world to tho new. Tho 
Government is to give §30,0(K),0()(! of a 
Rnbsidy and 50, 000, 000 acres of land to 
tho C;om])iuiy wlio would undertake to 
build the Doiuinion Pncilic IJailway. Tho 
Government is to res(.'rve to itself" alter- 
nate blocks in granting lands to tho com- 
pany, and if the company can, <i8 they are 
expected to do, realise ^50,000,000 out of 
thoir land, why cannot the Dominion Gov- 
ernineiit do tiio same witli theirs, thus 
ro('eivinf^ Ijack more than all exjieiuled iu 
acquirin(< the couutry and huildiiif; the 
railway, besides securing a poi)ul!i;ioii 
which will bo a source of revenue and 
Ktreuf^tli to ns — a population which if 
settled in tho country fifteen years hence 
and asking admission to tho llnion would 
bo entitled to credit for ii debt Kreator 
than the exp(;uHe of opening np our west- 
ern territory." 

"Sow. let auyonc cimipare these large, 
])utriotic sentimonts with Grit cant and 
<'aii)iiig drivelry, and say which is tho 
party fitted to condiict to a successful 
isHue the preat scheme of Empire. St. 
John did nobly in giving Mr. Tilley such 
a victory.

Here 
IS a nuirkaman who, in brief a time, 
emild a]i]Mirontly slay or wound atloast 
iifty ciic'iiiiesout of a hundred at grajio- 
sliot range, and cortainly no luitraillo- 
use could accomplish a similar result. 
Goiiccivo wliut havoc might bo wrouglit 
upon a foe by a body of 'five hubdred 
such men provided with tho Soper or a 
similar piece, and hidden above in the 
abundant cover of English fields ! Thoy 
would sting an ononiy to death witli
